Taft. Gets Tariff Views. 
President Taft talked tariff today with Sen- 
ator Hale of the senate finance committee, 
with Representative Dalzeill of Pennsyl- 
vania, with Representative Hinshaw of Ne- 


braska, and with John Barrett, director of 
the bureau of American republics. It is 
said the president is letting it be understood 
he strongly favors a reduction of the tariff 
on all of the necessities of life. 

President Taft does not believe the senate 
is opposed to the principle of a maximum 
and minimum tariff as proposed by the Payne 
bill, and he appears to be confident of the 
ultimate outcome. 

Mr. Barrett today presented to the presi- 
dent his views as to the effect of the pro- 
posed new tariff bill on the export trade of 
the United States with Latin America. He 
paid special attention to the proposed coun- 
tervalling duty on coffee. He said he be- 
lieved the imposition of this tariff will se. 
at naught all the recent efforts to build ip 
an increased trade with the southern re- 
publics. 

Brazil, it is declared, with an annual foreign 
commerce valued at $500,000,000. feels that 
the new tariff bill strikes a vital blow at her 
prosperity and practically dictates to her, 
Mr. Barrett says, how she ought to raise 
her own revenue. 

Mr. Barrett declares the new bill by no 
means keeps coffee on the free list in view 
of the dependence of this country upon the 
output of Brazil, and that the cost to con- 
sumers would be greatly increased if the 
new bill becomes a law. If Brazil should be 
forced to remove its export tax upon coffee, 
Mr. Barrett believes the republic would 
retaliate by imposing such a heavy import 
tax against the United States as to wipe this 
country out of their market

Cheaper Grades of Product 
Are Ignored, However, by 
Lucius Littauer, 


FLEES WOMAN’S TALK. 


Statements Contrary to His 
View Set Aside as Unfit 
for Discussion. 


Washington, D. C., March 29.—[Special. 1 
Former Congressman Lucius N. Littauer, 
the- glove manufacturer of Gloversville, N. 
V., who is recognized generally as the insti- 
gator of the proposed heavy raise in the 
tariff on-gloves in the Payne bill, is in Wash- 
ington. 

He did a great deal of buttonholing about 
the capitol today and did not conceal the fact 
that he had come to Washington to do mis- 
sionary work in support of the plan of the 
ways and means committee to impose an 
increase of ovér 100 per cent in the tariff on 
the cheaper grades of kid gloves. 

Mr. Littauer carried documents, newspaper 
clippings, and samples of gloves, both foreign 
and domestic, with him, and made a plentiful 
use of the same in endeavoring to hammer 
conviction on his side of the question 
into the congressmen who can see nothing 
but an outrageous imposition on the public 
in the Payne bill glove schedules. 

Mr. Littauer’s chief argument pertained to 
the higher grades of gloves. He gracefully 
sidestepped the meat of the whole matter, 
which lies in the committee's boosting the 
tariff on the cheaper grades of gloves to 
practically as high a point as on the mote ex- 
pensive varieties. 

Sees Chance for Workers. 

Mr. ILittauer declared to his hearers 
that if the tariff on women’s gloves is placed 
according to the tariff, imposed upon men's 
gloves by the Dingley bill, it will be possible 
to supply the demand in this country. 

A woman who undoubtedly was a suffra- 
gette happened into the office of Vice Presi- 
dent Sherman this afternoon while Mr. Lit- 
tauer was there and explaining his glove 
tariff doctrine toa caller. She listened to his 
remarks for some time,and then, uninvited, 
took a hand herself. 

This increase on gloves, hosiery, and cot- 
ton wear. said she, is putting entirely too 
heavy a burden on the women, and I for one 
intend to protest to congress. It is getting so 
nowadays that the prices for our wear are 
getting away beyond reason, afid I consider

Hail of Letters Continues, 

Letters from women are now raining in on 
the congressmen. Stockings and gloves fig- 
ure heavily in the feminine expense, and, as 
a number of Illinois.representatives are be- 
ginning to realize, the increase of duties on 
them are not to be imposed by congress 
without something being heard from the 
interested parties. 

All of the Chicago members and Speaker 
Cannon now are receiving their daily quota 
of missives which have now come to be known 
as “ stocking letters“ In a great many in- 
stances men arg taking a hand in the gen- 
eral poking up. A postal card addressed 
to the speaker of the house in the familiar

Church Women in Protest. 

A lengthy petition, signed by members of 
the executive committee of the woman's 
board of missions of the interior of the Con- 
gregational denomination, reached several 
of the representatives and Senator Cullom 
today.

“insistent protest against proposed in- 
creases of tariff on hosiery, gloves, and 
linens in the Payne bill as unjust to the 
vast majority of the population of the United 
States.

The trouble is that when 
the Dingley law was passed, it coptained the 
reciprocity feature which was known ‘as 
section 4. 


Reciprocity Killed by Senate. 

Under that section, the president of the 
United States was authorised to negotiate 
treaties with foreign countries providing for 
a reduction of as much as 20 per cent of the 
duties on any article mentioned in the treaty. 
In anticipation of this reciprocity, the rates 
on cotton, woolen, and silk goods were made 
from 20 to 50 per cent higher than they would 
have been on straight tariff with no reciproci- 
ty feature. 

The senate, controlled by Mr. Aldrich, Mr. 
Lodge, and other New England statesmen, 
killed all those reciprocity treaties, and not 
a single one ever has been put in force, al- 
though of course the high rates on the New 
England products were retained. 

The consumers of the country had to pay 
at least 20 per cent more for @tton, wool, 
and silk dress goods, hosiery, underwear, 
blankets, carpets, and similar necessities of 
modern life than they would have done if 
these reciprocity treaties had gone through. 

Under the Payne bill no provision is made 
for any reciprocity except through the me- 
dium of the maximum and minimum features 
of the bill. The rates on cotton, wool, and 
silk manufactured articles, which were made 
from 20 to 50 per cent too high because of the 
Dingley reciprocity feature, are retained in- 
tact. The minimum rate under the new law 
will be the present rate, in spite of the fact 
that the mill owners are to be given the ad- 
vantages gf free coal from Nova Scotia and 
lower rates on carpet wools. The revenpe 
to the government, which the government 
greatly needs, would be much larger if these 
rates were reduced, because they are now 
nearly prohibitory. 


Carpet Duty Is Prohibitory. 

For instance, the present tariff on brussels 
carpet, which is proposed to be retained in 
the Payne bill, is 44 cents per square yard 
and 40 per cent on the value beside. The 
brussels carpet imported during the fiscal 
sar ending June 30, 1906, had an average 
value of $1.19 per square yard. On that basis 
the duty assessed at the custom house was 
approximately 77 per dent. This was prac- 
tically prohibitory. 

The entire importation of brussels carpet 
for that year amounted to a trifle less than 
$16,000. The revenues of the government 
on that importation, embracing all brussels 
carpet brought into the United States dur- 
ing the twelve months, amounted to about 

12,000 


If the duty were cut in two, the importa- 
tlons would increase largely and the revenue 
to the government would be added to in cor- 
responding measure. The fact of the matter 
is that under the present tariff, which is ad- 
mittedly prejudicial to trade, there is prac- 
tically no importation of augaussin, axmin- 
ster, moquette. chenille, saxon, wilton, 
tourney. brussels, velvet, tapestry. ingrain. 
and similar carpets. Altogether they do not 
amount to 10 per cent of the importation of 
carpet woven Whole and oriental and modern 
rugs, and yet they are protected by a duty 


of 60 per cent. 
It is a common trick of tariff tinkerers to

grade known to the tariff law, the compound 
rate now assessed amounts to 65 per cent. 

The Payne bill proposes to the 
women of the country in such a way as to 
make the tariff 70 cents per dosen and 15 
per cent on the value. That means @at the 
total rate will be 88 cents for a dozen pairs 
worth just $1. 

The present rate is as near prohibitory as 
anything could be, one would think, and yet 
the largest importation of all kinds of cotton 
stockings during the fiscal year réferred to 
were of this grade, intended for the wear 
of the poor people. The revenue from this 
one grade alone; which the Payne bill pro- 
poses practically to tax out of existence, was 
$1,002,266, or nearly haif of the revenue 
derived from all grades of cotton stockings. 

Under the schedules prepared by the ways 
and means committee it is estimated that 
the revenue under the proposed bill will be 
about $600,000 more than under the present 
law. : 

+ Estimate Fraud on Its Face. 

This estimate is a fraud on iti face because 
the increase of the tariff from 65 per cent 
up to 85 per cent on these cheap stockings 
will practically bar them out altogether. If 
it were not so, the hosiery manufacturers 
would not have demanded the increase, and 
it is nonsensica] to assume that an increase 
in the tariff rate on a cheap article of manu- 
facture means increased revenue. 

It means a large decrease, and not only 
will the women of the country be compelled 
to pay more for their stockings if the Payne 
bill goes into effect, but Uncle Sam will be 
deprived of a large slice of much needed rev- 
enue. 

If the house of representatives in its wis- 
dom saw fit to adopt this increased schedule 
and the members were honest enough to go 
on record and take their medicine before the 
people there would not be so much complaint 
of sharp practice, but if the rule is adopted 
which was talked of in the ways and means 
committee yesterday the members will dodge 
a record and will have no chance to beat the 
hosiery schedule except by voting against 
a tariff bill which is admittedly in some 
particulars a revision downward. 

It is searcely any wonder that the ways 
and means committee has thus far been 
afraid to introduce such arule, becaute there 
is an increasing number of Republicans who

STIRRED BY PAYNE BILL. 


Merchants Working to Express 
Sentiment of Middle 
West. 


An epistolary bomb directed in Chicago by 
a feminine hand against the proposed tariff 
rates hit Senator Cullom's desk in Washing- 
ton yesterday and exploded as it fell.

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ROOSEVELT MEETS 
HIS FIRST PERIL, 


(Continued from rst page.) 


Washington who knows the ex-president 
well, and who has been with him in scores of 
public places. o | 

Mr. Roosevelt always carried a revolver in 
his hip pocket when he went forth to encoun- 
ter crowds, or to go any place, in fact, where 
the public might encroach too closely on His 
right of way: It is believed here that hé 
maintained the custom after he retired from 
the presidency, and, therefore, has not heen 
without his Weapon, even on his voyage to 
Africa. The theory is all the more prevalent 
for the reason that Mr. Roosevelt is now 
without the attendance of the secret service 
guards who watched over him while in the 
White house, and he, therefore, is all the 
more cautious. 

In participating in public events through- 
out his term Mr. Roosevelt always had about 
him four guards armed with revolvers. If 
riding in a carriage, one of these invariably 
sat on the box with the driver, and the other 
three disposed themselves on either side of 
the vehicle and at the rear. All were heav- 
ily armed. 


Upper Story Window Only Fear. 

Mr. Roosevelt carried his six shooter in his 
hip pocket. He remarked to a friend one day 
that the only element of unsafety he ever felt 
while traveling through the crowded streets 
of a city in his carriage was due to the prob- 
ability of some one undertaking to get 
him from an upper story window. 

“If any one on the ground level ever makes 
a break, said Mr. Roosevelt, I am sure 
that one of the guards or even I myself could 
drop him before he did anything serious. I 
am not so comfortable, however, when it 
comes to passing high buildings whose win- 
dows are crowded with people. It is impossi- 
ble to look everywhere.”’ 

While shaking hands with a throng or fac- 
ing an audience Mr. Roosevelt always had his 
faithful bodyguard “*‘ Jimmy Sloan not over 
a pace from his side, while disposed through 
the crowd in the immediate neighborhood 
where the other guards, Those who knew 
the watchful Sloan could always discern him 
standing near Mr. Roosevelt on the platform 


from which he spoke, his eyes wandering 
corminually over the multitude immediately 
in front and his attention catching every 


move that was the least bit suspicious. 


Even Had It in Church. 


Many good stories are told concerning the 
evidence that Mr. Roosevelt always carried 
a revolver. During his western trip in 1903 
a reception was given in his honor at St. 
Paul. On departing Gov. Van Sant sudden- 
ly realized that he had taken the wrong 
overcoat. He had thrust his hand into one 
of the side pockets of the garment and en- 
countered the cold butt of arevolver. When 
Mr. Roosevelt claimed the coat the secret 
was out that he had proceeded to the re- 
ception well armed. ö 

Peaceful villagers at Oyster Bay who hold 
pews near the Roosevelt pew in the church 
there were startled to see him kneeling dur- 
ing a prayer one Sunday morning with the 
shiny handle of his revolver poked out from 
under one coattail which had caught over it.

KING PETER MAY ABDICATE; 
SUCCESSION Is A PROBLEM. 


Duke of Teck or Prince Arthur of Con- 
naught Is Regarded as Possible 
Servian Rulers. 


LONDON, March 29.--Special dispatches 
received here from Rome and Vienna give 
rumors that Peter, the king of Servia, and 
all the members of his family are preparing 
to leave Belgrade. 

Tee message from Rome says King Victor 
Emmanuel has received a letter to the effect 
that King Peter and his sons are going to 
Switzerland. King Peter suggests that the 
youngest son of Prince Nicholas of Monte- 
negro take the crown of Servia. The king of 
Italy, according to this dispatch, does not op- 
pose the abdication of King Peter, but will 
urge that Peter’s son Alexander succeed him. 

The dispatch from Vienna says an influen- 
tial party in the Servian parliament is agitat- 
ing against the Karageorgevitch dynasty, 
the family of King Peter, and are discussing 
either the duke of Teck or Prince Arthur of 
Connaught as a possible successor to the 


throne. 


THOUSANDS OF MARRIAGES 
DECLARED TO BE ILLEGAL. 


Discovery That English Church Has 
Had No License During Fifty Years’ 
Existence Causes Consternation. 


*‘ LONDON, March 29.—The county of Buck- 
ingham has been thrown iftto a fever at the 
discovery, announced officially today, that 
all marriages celebrated at the parish church 
of St. James, Bradwell, during the last fifty 
years are illegal.

DEATH CAULS REAR ADMIRAL 


Converse Notable Figure in 
American Naval Circles. 


LONG SERVICE TO NATION. 


Early Recognized Value of Torpedo 
and Torpedo Beat. 


Washington, D. C., March 29.—Rear Admi- 
ral Converse. U. S. N., retired, died here to- 
night of uremic poisoning. 


Rear Admiral Converse had been regarded 
as one of the leading officers of the navy, dis- 
tinguished for special services and notable 
character. He was one of the principal ord- 
nance experts of the country and served as 
chief of the bureau of ordnance of the navy 
department. He was born in Norwich, Vt., 
on May 18, 1844, and was in his sixty-fifth 
year. He received his early education in 
Norwich university in Vermont, one of his 
predecessors at that institution being George 


He graduated from the United States naval 
academy at Annapolis at the head of his class 
in 1865, and six years later married Miss 
Laura Shellby Blood of New York. He served 
on the steam sloop Canandaigua of the Huro- 
pean squadron from 1865 to 1867. He was 
promoted to be ensign on Dec. 1, 1866. He 
was made a master in 1868, lieutenant in 1869, 
Heutenant Gommander in 1878, commander 
in 1889, and captain in 1899. 

He was one of the first officers of the navy 
to recognize the value of torpedoes and tor- 
pedo boats in naval warfare. He su 
the construction of the first torpedo for 
the American navy. During the Spanish war 
he ranked as commander and was in charge 
of the cruiser Montgomery. As captain he 
commanded the battleship Tilinois, but he 
never flew his rear admiral's flag at sea, for 
hie services as an expert in ordnance and 
navigation were needed in the navy depart- 
ment at Washington. 


OBITUARY. 


DR. JAMES H. CANFIELD, librarian of 
Columbia university, and distinguished as an 
eGucator, is dead at New York after a short 
ness fromapoplexy. His Ill ness was brought 
on by nervous shock following a street car 
accident last Saturday, in which Dr. Canfield 
had a narrow escape. Dr. Canfield was born 
in Delaware, O., in 1847, and had been Hbra- 
rian of Columbia for ten years. Prior to this 
he was president of Ohio State university for 
four years. At one time he was president of 
the University of Nebraska. 

BANFORD R. PIERCE died Sunday at his 
residence, 562 Forty-fifth street. He bred 
and raised the steer, Advance,“ that sold 
at the record price of $150 a hundred weight 
in the first international exposition. at the 
stockyards in 1901. Mr. Pierce a few years 
later paid $9,100 for Prince Ito,“ the famous 
Aberdeen Angus bull. Funeral services will 
be held tomorrow morning. Interment will 
be at Creston, IM., in the afternoon. Mr. 
Pierce, who was 77 years old, left a widow 
and eight children.

The anti-saloon people renewed a desperate

North Shore in Bitter Contest. 

The town of New Trier, embracing several 
north shore suburbs, is in the throes of a 
bitter contest to wipe the saloons from 
the town under the provisions of the local 
option law.

Washington; D. C., March 29.—[Special.]— 
Frank Smith, collector of internal revenue 
at Springfield, returned today to lIilinois 
with many fair words for Senator Hopkins, 
but with notangible result. He wanted, first 
of all, to induce the president to modify his 
order forbidding the federal officeholders 
from lobbying in behalf of the reélection of 
the most distinguished ex in the state. 
He failed. 

Then he wanted to know something definite 
about the attitude of the president and Sen- 
ator Cullom with regard to the decapitation 
of certain federa! officials and their succes- 
sion by men who could do the ex-senator 
good in the way of delivering votes. 

It was whispered that Gov. Deneen was 
disposed to swing the ax in Mr. Hopkins’ 
behalf among the state officials if the same 
disposition were shown in Washington. Up 
to date there geems to be only one man about 
whom nobody cares anything, and this un- 
fortunate person is Doc Thomas N. 
Jamiéson, naval officer at Chicago. 

So if the sunny smile hase disappeared 
from the face of Mr. Smith his friends must 
not blame him. To add to his woes, it was 
stated he had looked over the ground to see 
if he could secure the appointment as 
the controller of the currency. This post is 
held by Lawrence O. Murray, whose resi- 
dence for a long time has been in Wash- 
ington, and who was appointed for the full 
term of five ‘years by Mr. Roosevelt when 
he was in the White house. Murray can be 
removed only by impeachment, and he has 
shown no disposition to resign. Taking the 
situation all in all, there is no silver lining 
to the cloud which is hanging over the Spring- 
field collector. 


Smith Works Hard but Loses. 

It was not Mr. Smith's fault that he left 
Washington today unprovided with the fed- 
eral manna for Hopkins’ consumption. He 
was as industrious as a man well could be. 
He was at the White house on Saturday with 
Representative Sterling and thrashed over 
the situation with the president, pointing out 
that Springfield was his station and that he 
must stay there in spite of the presidential 
order. There is no objection, of course, to 
this, but Mr. Smith must not lobby. 

He saw Secretary of the Treasury Mac- 
Veagh and heard that official disclaim any 
responsibility for the hands off order he 
had issued to the federal officeholders. At- 
torney General Wickersham also declined 
convey any comfort through Smith to . 
Hopkins, except to say he would bring the 
matter again to the attention of the presi- 
dent. The attitude of Postmaster General 
Hitghcock, for the moment, is in eclipse. 

Senator Cullom remains stanchly for Hop- 
Rins, and it was admitted at the department 
of justice today that he had called on Mr. 
Wickersham and had dwelt upon the hard- 
ship inflicted upon his erstwhile colleague by 
the issuance of the presidential order. 
Speaker Cannon insists he has used no influ- 
ence in behalf of Hopkins; and that Smith

and one or two others. 


Chicago Offices Left Alone. 

There are nine federal offices in Chicago 
alone, among them thet of district attorney, 
filled by Edwin W. Sims; postmaster, occu- 
pied by Dan Campbell; and collector of cus- 
toms, all of which are real prizes. The presi- 
dent has reiterated that as the terms of none 
of the men who fil) these positions has ex- 
pired the time has not arrived to name their 
successors. 

In the case of Jamieson, his term has no 
fixed limit, but closes at the will of the ap- 
pointing power. At present no one has been 
suggested as his successor, but there is no 
doubt that his head is upon the block and that 
the knife will fall within a comparatively 
short time.

Officials of Jewel Tes Com- 
pany Fail to Appear with 
Evidence. 


JURORS WAIT N VAIN. 


Agreement with Employers Rat- 
ified by the Master Plumb- 
ers’ Association. 
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The arrest of Frank Skeff, president of the 
Jewel Tea company, and other officials of the 
concern as a result of their failure to ap- 
pear befor the grand jury yesterday to sub- 
mit documentary evidence against “ Skinny” 
Madden and his alleged confederates in the 
Associated. Building trades, may be ordered 
to day by Judge Clifford. 

The officials of the tea company were 
among those who were said to have been 
forced to pay Madden large sums to settle 
a strike at their plant at 426 Washington 
boulevard. Assistant State's Attorney Vic- 
tor P. Arnold made a demand on the com- 
pany for its books and documents showing 
the payment of the money to Madden. Skeff 
and the other officials were ordered by Judge 
Ciifford to appear before the grand jury 
forthwith. 

The grand jury waited until 3:30 o'clock, 
and when the men failed to appear they ad- 
journed until today. Mr. Arnold conferred 
with State's Attoreny Wayman and later it 
was said the latter would appear before 
Judge Clifford today and ask that writs be 
— for the arrest of Skeff and his associ- 
ates. 

Appear as Complainant. 

The Jewel Tea company and its officials 
appear as the complainant in one of the four- 
teen indictments which were returned re- 
cently against Skinny Madden and his 
business agents; M. J. Boyle, F. A. Pouchot, 
and James Christensen. Madden is alleged 
to have called a strike on the company’s 
plant more than a year ago and it is charged 
that this was settled when the labor leader 
was paid $1,500. 

The trial of Madden and his alleged con- 
federates was delayed during the day when 
Attorney James T. Brady, counsel forthe in- 
dicted labor leaders, made a motion that the 
indictments against the men be quashed. 
Judge Mesurely will hear arguments on the 
point raised by Mr. Brady Saturday morning. 
If the state wins the argument Skinny” 
and his associates will be pleced on trial. 

“I expect to base my argument on the 
ground that the grand jury which returned 
these indictments did not hear sufficient evi- 
dence to warrant their action, said Mr. Bra- 
dy, “and I will ask the court to subpoena 
witnesses who appeared before the grand 
jury and question them.“ 


Move for Peace. 

Peaée in the building trades of Chicago 
received a healthy r night when 
the Master Plumbers’ lation, after 
sevetal hours’ hot argument, ratified the 
agreement entered into last Saturday be- 
tween the union plumbers and the employers.

WHEN HE TALKS ON SOCIALISM

Prof. Small Declares Former President 
Has No Idea of Subject and Goes Out- 
side His Province. 


“ Theodore Roosevelt slops over when he 
talks about socialism. He has no idea what 
socialism is and he goes outside his province 
when he speaks or writes on the subject” was 
the declaration of Prof. Albion W. Small of 
the University of Chicago yesterday. 

Prof. Small's criticism referred directly to 
the article by Mr. me te on ism 
8 in last week's issue of the Out- 
ook. 

When Mr. Roosevelt states that social- 
ism means that manual labor alone creates 
— he is wrong.“ said the Midway sociol- 
0 . 

“That view is held by only a few of the 
Socialists themselves. Marx did not teach 
any such doctrine;.on the other hand, he 
recognized that the labor of the brain also is 
productive. 

The new Outlook editor stated In his arti- 
cle, or implied, that savagery is one type of 
socialism, that socialiem logically carried 
out would mean free love, that it means the 
same compensation for all men for the same 
amount of work. 

Those are ideas he found among the 
earlier Socialists and ones which Go not rep- 
resent socialism in general any more than 
the graft going on in the ways and means 
committee in congress represents the stand- 
ards of the Republican party at large. 

Roosevelt declares that Socialists put no 
value on any but the material side of life. 
That réminds me of Mrs. Hetty Green calling 
Jane Addams a materialist. I am not a So- 
clalist myself, but I think it is a mistake 
for those who are not Socialists to misrepre- 
sent the Socialistic doctrines, because it gives 
those of that faith the idea that their oppo- 
nents are not sincere."’ .

John Pfeifer and A. J. Hanlon Al- 
leged to Have Abandoned Case Aft- 
er $400 in Fees Was Collected.

Judge K. M. Landis issued a bench war- 
rant yesterday for John Pfeifer, a disbarred 
lawyer, who with A. J. Hanlon, a practicing 
attorney, Is alleged to have received $400 in 
fees from Emil A. Faure and then to have 
abandoned his case.

Henry F. Murphy 
is the lawyer named by Mrs. Call.

Ordered Taken Down by Judge Henry 
C. Beitler, Who Declares His Action

Municipal Judge Henry C. Beitler, in as- 
suming his duties at the Maxwell street court 
yesterday morning, ordered the removal from 
the wall of the picture of Munieipal Judge 
McKenzie Cleland which for nearly two 
years has occupied a space behind the court’s 
chair.

CALL FIGURES MISLEADING. 


Statements Being Prepared to Show 
Two Years’ Losses. 


Realizing that the report of the Illinois ra- 
road commission, showing an increase of 
$2,000,000 in passenger revenue in the state 
under the 2 cent fare law, will be used as an 
argument against them in case any attempt 
is made to contest the law, passenger offi- 
clals are preparing statements which they 
declare will show that the report is misiead- 
ing. 

Railroad men asserted yesterday that a 
comparison of the figures for 1908 and 1907 
does not present the exact situation because 
different methods of separating state from 
interstate business were used. Several roads 
divided their total figures according to the 
proportion of the total mileage in Inos 
during 1907, while in 1908 they calculated the 
figure on the basis of business actually done 
in the state. This showed an abnormal in- 
crease for the Northwestern, Burlington, and 
St. Paul. 


Roads Check Over Figures. 
The Northwestern, Burlington, and other 
roads are having their auditing departments 
check over the figures to show that by using 
the same basis for the two years the increase 
will be much less than shown, in the report. 
The Alton and Burlington figures show a de- 
crease in pagpenger revenue. 
P. 8. Edstis, passenger traffic manager of 
the Burlington, prepared a statement in 
tvhich he said that for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1908, there was an increase of about 
$150,000 in passenger revenue on the 4000 
miles of ine west of the Missouri river, while 
the lines east of the river showed a decrease 
of $300,000. 
Earnings Drop 1 Per Cent. 
In the first six months under the new law 
ending Dec. 31. 1907, he said. we had 
about 17.000,000 more passenger miles—near- 
ly 15 per cent—while there was an actual 
decrease in earnings of something more than 
1 per cent, due to the fact that, exclusive 
of our Chicago suburban traffic, the average 
rate a mile decreased from 2.26 to 1.88 
cents.

President Hughitt and officials of the 
Northwestern gave & farewell banquet for 
Mr. Bowers at the Union League club on Sat- 
urday. His successor as general counsel of 
the Northwestern has not been announced. 


HARRIMAN IS IN GREAT FORM. 


Declares He Is No Invalid and Not Like- 
ly to Retire from Active Service 
for Some Time.

NEW IRON ORE ROAD TO DULUTH. 


Official Confirmation That Construction 
Will Start This Summer to Open 
Cayuna Range. 


Duluth, Minn., March 29.—Official con- 
firmation was given today of the rumor that 
a railroad will be built from Deerwood,Minn.., 
to Duluth, opening to independent steel man- 
ufacturers a large deposit of low grade ore 
on the Cayuna range. This, it is said, will 
enable the independents to compete with 
the United States Steel corporation on a 
more even basis. 

The yoad, it is stated, will be constructed 
this summer by a company, of which Cuyler 
Adams of Duluth is the head. Behind Mr. 
Adams, to is further stated, will be the Rog- 
ers Brown company, one of the largest in- 
dependent furnace interests in the United 
States. 

The new road will be less than 100 miles 
in length. 


COURT FINES WESTERN ROADS. 


„Salt Lake Coal Company Charges Con- 


spiracy in Restraint of Trade and 
: Case Is Appealed. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, March 29.—The Union 
Pacific railroad company, the Oregon Short 
line. the Union Pacific coal company, and 
J. M. Moore, manager of the Union Pacific 
Coal company were fined today $3,000 each, 
and Everett Buckingham, division traffic 
manager of the Oregon Short line, was fined 
$1,000 by Judge Marshall of the federal court. 

The fines are the result of suits by the D. 
J. Sharp Coal company, alleging that the 
defendants had conspired and refused to haul 
coal previously purchased by the Sharp com- 
pany. 

A jury found the defendants guilty of con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade and in violation 
of the anti-trust law. 

Notice of appeal to the Supreme court of 
the United States was given. 


New York Central Pleads Guilty. 


New York, March The New York Central 
and Hudson River railroad company, through its 
attorneys, today pleaded gullty to rebating in con- 
nection with transportation of cooperage supplies 
and paid a fine of $10,000, in the United States 
Circuit court. The plea of guilty followed recent 
overruling by the United States Supreme court of 


demurrers to an indictment found by the federal 
grand jury in 1907.

The snap @hd snarl. of the gray wolves 
are again heard in the neighborhood of 
the public crib, The community is fairly 
warned. The aldermanic “elections” are 
coming on apace. Let every decent citizen 
realize his duty. His own civie welfare 
and the honor of the city are at stake, 
No lines of partisanship should be recog- 
nized where an honest candidate is op- 
posed to a dishonest one. The gray wolf's 
fangs have been sheathed for many days, 
but they are not drawn, The awakenel 
citizenship of all classes, and parties, and 
wards must go a hunting once more. 

The Adamson affidavit episode and the 
revelation that some of the worst of the 
aldermanic undesirables have been “ in- 
vestigating the private life of the presi- 
dent of the Municipal Voters’ league is of 
importance only to rally voters to the 
cause of a clean council. Dr. Favill is 
paying the price that many a good citizen 
has paid before him, for to deal with the 
men the league exposes.is to invite black- 
mail and scandal. To clean up filth is uot 
a tidy task, and many men have held 
back from it against the appeal of duty 
for fear of contamination. 

In this case, however disagreeable the 
attack has been, Dr. Favill may console 
himself with the assurance that hardly 
anything could have served better to im- 
press upon the great mass of intelligent 
voters the importance of voting and of 
voting right at the coming aldermanic 
election. The attempt to discredit Dr. 
Favill or the league will prove a boome- 
rang. Voters are not going to be dis- 
tracted from the unsavory records of the 
aldermen behind this demonstration by 
any such tactics. On the contrary, they 
will recall all the more certainly what the 
league has done for the city, and is do- 
ing, and will continue to do, despite the

REASONABLE RATES. 
When legislatures or administrative 
departuients uhdertake to regulate rail- 
road rates it is required of them by the 


courts only that their rates be reasonable.~ 


That they have the right to fix passenger 
or freight tariffs has been unquestioned. 
It is demanded only that the rate so fixed 
shall be such as to admit of adequate 
profits. It was the rule in the Missouri 
éase that the 2 cent rate fixed by the 
legislature was arbitrary and wunreason- 
able, and with this decision as a basis the 
roads affected by the Illinois 2 cent law 
are preparing to contest a similar enact- 
ment of the Illinois general assembly. 
The report of the railroad and ware- 
house commission, a digest of which has 
been made public, shows that the roads 
have been paying’ practically the same 
dividends, in spite of business depression, 
and that their earnings, the roads being 
pooled for the purposes of this report, 
have been larger under the 2 cent law 
than they were with the 3 cent rate, 

This will furnish the defense of the 
state in any case which the roads may 
bring in an effort to invalidate the pres- 
ent law. It will be argued against this 
that a large patt of the increase in pas- 
senger earnings, stated by the railroad 
and warehouse commission to have been 
neatly $2,000,000, can be attributed to a 
different method of bookkeeping, but for 


the larger roads such argument will be 


ineffective. — 

The one phase of the controversy which 
Illinois has to fear is supplied by the 
possibility that the courts may construe 
the law as it affects the least of the rail- 
road systems in thé state. 
putable that a few of the small lines in 
the state could not pay dividends if the 
passenger rate were fixed at 10 cents a 
mile, and the chief concern which the 
‘state administration has in seeking to 
protect for the public the advantageous 
provisions of the 2 cent act is that the 
nécessities of these small roads shall not 
be the determining factor in any decision 
which may be given in a case brought to 
test the validity of. the.

TO REDUCE EXPENSES. 

At last economy in national expendi- 
tures is to be seriously considered. There 
is to be a deliberate attempt to reconcile 
appropfiations and revenue. It will not 
be so easy for the national government 
to do this as it is for states and cities. 
The latter know about how much they 
will get during the year. The national 
revenues are affected by the ups and 
downs of business. Oustoms duties which 
one year are extremely productive may 
fall off greatly during the following year, 
and it is impossible to tell when their 
ald efficiency will be restored. The Brit- 
ish chancellor of the exchequés.can make 
a much closer estimate of revenue than 
the American secretary of the treasury. 
Nevertheless the loose American budget- 
ary methods can be improved on through 
a more careful supervision of appropria- 
tions. * 

President Taft has constituted his cab- 
inet a finance committee to audit all esti- 
mates before they are sent to congress.

THE CRY OF THE CHILDREN, 

In July, August, and September of 1908 
there were 2,147 deaths in Chicago among 
the babies less than a year old. Most of 
these deaths occurred in the homes of the 
poor whe live in congested districts, In 
many instances the lives of the little ones 
might have been saved if there had been 
fresh air, proper care, and the right sort | 
of food. 

A report like that ought to be all.that is 
necessary to arouse the citizens to action. 
The machinery for giving help in cases 
of the sort should be put in first class 
condition. There should be sufficient 
funds for operating this machinery all 
summer long. It is a reflection upon the 


‘city—that mortality list of 2,147 little 


children. 

During the next few months earnest 
men and women are to bring the matter 
to the attention of people all over the 
city. A corps of 500 visitors is to be pat 
into the field. Some of them will visit 
the homes of the poor, looking for the 
sick babies. Others will follow with food, 
and medicines, and wise suggestions that 
may save infant life. 
sicians, trained nurses, and other helpers 
to aid where more technical skill is needed. 

There is every reason to believe that 
the popular relief agencies of former 
years will be active again as the warm 
weather comes on. There are many to 
testify to their value in saving life. But 
there is need of better organization of 
effort. More money is required. A larger 
number of interested individuals must be 
found. Conditions cannot be called sativ- 
factory with a death roll of more than 
2,000 babies of less than 4 year old star- 
ing the citizens in the face. 

It is gratifying to find’that, thus early, 
earnest workers are studying the problem 


and laying plans for more aggressive ef- 


fort than ever to furnish relief whe the 
children cry, and, better yet, to hunt out 
the sufferers whose cry is too feeble to be 
heard far and carry to them the needed 
help that may mean saving of life. 


A RECORD’ RUN. 

A mile a minute for nearly 1,000 miles. 
It was a record run. The earth shrinks 
in contemplation of a journey from New 
York to Chicago in sixteen hours and ten 
minutes. One wishes that the race with 
death had been won and that a loving son 
might have reached the mother’s bedside 
in time to receive the tender benediction. 
The sadness of the event being forgotten 
for the moment, however, the remarkable 
railroad performance causes astonish- 
ment and admiration. a 

No preparations for it had been made 
in advance. There was no clearing of 
tracks, no spiking of switches, no inter- 
ference with regular traffic. A telegram 
received late at night, a telephone request 
for a special train, a few orders to the 
proper officials, and in less than an hour 
the hurrying engine headed for the lake 
shore, nearly a thousand miles away to 
the west. There was~absolute faith that 
the track was all right, that signal men 
were at their posts of duty, that relief 
engines would be waiting at the proper 
intervals, x 

The faith was justified. From Buffalo 
to Cleveland, 184 miles in 168 minutes. 
From Taledo to Elkhart, 134 miles in 
120 minutes. From Elkhart to Engle- 
wood, 94 miles; in 92 minutes. Perfee- 
tion of equipment and efficiency of ad- 
ministration were behind the faith of the 
anxious traveler. As a demonstration of 
possibilities, or perhaps better, of actual- 
ities in railroading, the running of this 
special train from New York to Chicago 
is without à parallel. ö

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MPEROR FRANCIS JOSEPH has 

caused the grand master and grand 

marsha] of his court, Prince Monte- 

nuovo, te issue a somewhat-remark- 

able official announgement in con- 
nection with the marriage the other day of 
Archduchess Renata to Prince Jerome Rad- 
ziwill. The announcement fs to the effect 
that inasmuch as the union is not eben- 
burtig —that is to say, a marriage where 
both parties are of equal rank—the arch- 
duchess has forfeited her rank as an arch- 
duchess, and her predicates of imperial and 
royal highness. The emperor, while he gave 
the necessary consent to the match, takes 
this means of notifying every one that in his 
eyes and in those of the laws of Austria and 
Hungary, it is a mésalliance. 

The Radawills, although they have both 
Russian and German tities of prince, and 
have been allowed to retain some of their 
former Polish ducal dignities, are, neverthe- 
less, of the lower nobility, and figure as such 
in part 3 of the Almanach de Gotha.“ 

The high nobility, whose names are con- 
tained in part 2 of the Gotha,” are all fami- 
lies who enjoyed sovereign or petty sover- 
eign status during the existence of the Holy 
Reman empire, which was brought to an 
end by the first Napoleon @ little over a 
hundred years ago. Among the preroga- 


tives retained by these so-called ‘‘ media-. 


tised houses of the high nobility is that of 
mating on a footing of equality with the 
now reigning houses of Europe, and there 
have been a number Of. matrimonial alli- 
ances between them and the Hapsburgs in 
modern times. 

—— 


Thus, the Archduchess Isabella, wife of 
Archduke Frederick, was a Princess Croy, 
daughter of the mediatiged duke of that 
name. Her daughter, Archduchess Chris- 
tine, is married to Prince Emmanuel Salm- 
Salm, and another daughter, Archduchess 
Marie, was recently led to the altar by 
Prince Godfrey Hohenlohe. Then, too, there 
is Archduchess Elizabeth, only child of the 
late crown prince, who is wedded to Prince 
Otto Windischgraetz, a cousin of Prince 
Vincent of the same family, who is attached 
to the Austrian enibassy at Washington. 

According to the prénouncement just made 
by Emperor Francis Joseph, none of these 
archduchesses have forfeited their predicates 
of imperial and royal highnesses although 
they have been obliged to renounce their 
place in the line of succession to the throne 
and to content themselves with the prece- 
dence of their husbands. But Renata of 
Hapsburg, who is a daughter of Archduke 
Stephen, the sailor member of the imperial 
family, and who is a niece of Queen Chris- 
tine of Spain, has now ceased to be an im- 
perial and royal highness,” and will have to 
content herself henceforth with the statug of 
a mere Princess Radziwill. 

— 

This public proclamation of ex-Archduch- 
ess Renata’s marriage as a mésalliance will 
be unpleasant reading for the Radziwill fam- 
ily, and may astonish many who recall that 
in the eighteenth century at least two mat- 
rimonial unions took place between the reign- 
ing house of Prussia and the Radziwills. But 
at the time when old Emperor William 
wished to lead Princess Elise Radziwill to 
the altar, in the early part of.the nineteenth 
century, it was definitely decided that the 
Radziwills were not, strictly speaking, quali- 
fied to mate with royalty, and In consequence 
thereof the union did not take place, and 
William was compélied some time afterward, 
for purely dynastic reasons, to contract a 
loveless marriage with Princess Auguste of 
Saxe- Weimar. 

Emperor Francis Joseph has likewise been 
prompted in taking the step with regard to 
the marriage of his young cousin Renata to 
Prince Jerome Radziwill by the fact that 
the latter belongs to a branch of the house 
of Radziwill which has been rather unfor- 
tunate in its matrimonial alliances; at any 
rate, from the point of view of the Austrian 
and German courts. Thus, his mother is a 
Spahiard, hailing from Barcelona, of bour- 
geols birth, and whose first husband was a 
merchant of Barcelona, engaged in the 
South American trade. Moreover, Prince 
Jerome's father is a brother of that Prince 
Constantine Radziwill who through his mar- 
riage with Louise Blanc (her mother was an 
inn chambermaid) has become one of the 
part proprietors of the great public gam- 
bilng establishment at Monte Carlo. In one 
word, Prince Jerqme Radziwill does not in 
any manner satisfy the genealogical require- 
ments which are esacted on the part of even 
the ordinary Austrian nobles at the Austrian 
court, and which are likewise regarded as 
more or less indispensable to admission into 
the great world at Vienna. 

— 

In tkis connection I may mention that some 
little comment has been created by the fact 
that, although young, Countess Szechenyi, 
who was Miss Gladys’ Vanderbilt, has been 
married for almost eighteen months, she 
has never yet been presented at the court of 
Vienna, a presentatian which should have 
taken place as soon as possible after her 
marriage. 

Unless Emperor Francis Joseph makes an 
exception in her favor, which thus far he has 
given no indication of doing, it is doubtful 
whether the young American-born countess 
will ever figure at the court of Vienna, or, in- 
deed, in the inner circle of the grand monde 
of the Austrian capital. For, by marrying 
Count Szechenyi, she lost her American na- 
tionality, and became in the eyes of Austro- 
Hungarian law, the wife of a liege of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph and subject to all the 
laws and rules imposed upon those over 
whom he reigns. The rules governing pres- 
entation at court demand that the fair pres- 
entee, if a native by birth or by marriage, 
should be able to show a certain number of 
generations of ancestors who had married 
people of their. own rank; an alliance with 
the bourgeoisie on the part of immediate 
forbears constituting an obstacle to presen- 
tation. 


> 

As intimated, these rules apply to foreign 
women who have married Austrians and 
Hungarians; and as an instance in point I 
may mention the case of the English wife 
of Prince Colloredo-Mansfeld, one of the 
wealthiest nobles of Austria, who with her 
husband has frequently visited New York as 
the guest of Mrs. Vanderbilt, and who when 
oh the point of being presented after her 
marriage at the court of Vienna was sudden- 
ly excluded, owing to the discovery that in- 
stead of belonging, as had been understood, 
to the Scotch ducal house of Graham, of 
which the duke of Montrose is the chief, 
she formed part of some bourgeois family 
of English Grahams. 

The rules are less severe at the court of 
Budapest, in that a smaller number of noble 
ancestors are required. But so far as can 
be seen it is improbable that Countess Lazlo 
Szechenyl, who as Miss Gladys Vanderbilt, 
an American visitor, would have been wel- 
comed at the Hofburg among other distin- 
guished foreign guests, will ever be present- 
ed there or admitted to the court circle as 
“ Hoffachig,’’ now that she has become 
Countess Szechenyl.

This will be divided into plats of 
150x36 feemnnd placéd in charge of Miss 
Amelia Sears, secretary of the association. 

It was decided that applications for gar- 
dens should be made to Miss Sears at the 
Office of the United Charities. After some 
argument it was agreed that not more than 
one plat sheuld be allotted to any applicant, 


no matter how many children there might be 


in the family. * 

Jens Jensen said the Outdoor league would 
build a recreation house for the use of the 
workers. Mrs. Sherman C. Kingsley of the 
United Charities announced that a play- 
ground would be arranged so that mothérs 
need not leave their children at home. 

Representatives of other societies pledged 
support in the way of providing needy per- 
sons with fecessary tools. 


ASKS AID FOR MODEL SCHOOL. 


President of Lexington’s Civic League 
Here to Raise Funds to Educate 
Poor Whites. 


Mrs. Desha Breckinridge, great grand- 
daughter of Henry Clay and president of the 
Civic league ,of Lexington, Ky., is at Hull 
house, from which headquarters she is ap- 
pealing to former Kentuckiang and philan- 
thropic Chieagoans for funds to éstablish a 
model school in the poorest white section of 
her home city. 0 

The league is an organization of Lexington 
citizens who are working to reduce illiteracy 
in the state. This school is a move in that 
direction. They want to teach such subjects 
as cooking and carpentry, and they want to 
install a laundry which mothers may use 
after school hours. They also plan for a 
gymnasium and shower baths, which they 
propose to open to adults of the community. 

Already $10,000 has been voted out of pub- 
lic funds and most of the necessary land is to 
be donated. There still is needed about $20,- 
000, and it is this sum which Mrs. Breckin- 
ridge is trying to raise in this city.

love is the precious possession of humanity 
to which tribute is paid in The Family,” 
which had its initial presentation last even- 
ing at Powers’. The tribute is a bedutiful 
oné, and as mother love is the element in 
nearly every person's life the mere mention 
of which rouses memories and emotions, the 
appeal of the play is strong and gripping. 
No one who has known what it is to have @ 
mother who loved will witness “ The Fam- 
fly without being moved, and moved deeply. 
And no one unforfunate enough to have 
missed that priceless good will watch the 
performance without regret at having been 
deprived of a thing of such beauty and such 
boundless nobleness. 

The. Robert H. Davis play is simple—so 
simple that it seems strange it had not been 
written before by any number of dramatists. 
And yet, like most simple things, it is strong 
—strong through its simplicity. There is 
little of plot—no more than there is in every 
day living. A family of father, mother, a 
son, and two daughters are passing their 
quiet, humdrum, happy existence in a small 
village.

The-mother™s u woman-—a woman in the 


‘ finest, fullest meaning of that word. All of 


tenderness, all of affection, all of wisdom, all 
of intuitive Insight and delicate perception, 
all of refgpement, and all of strength that go 
to make up the world's high possession— 
a woman—are hers. She is saintly, but she 
still is sweetly human. Her home is her king- 
dom, and her family her all. Her husband is 
a dear, big, lovable, blundering masculine— 
just as true a type as is sha He loves his 
family dearly, is devoted to politics by which 
he earns his livelihood, and to horseracing, on 
which he squanders a fair proportion of what 
he earns. The son isthe most likable speci- 
men of irrepressible yout that has been seen 
on the stage in many a day. He dotes on 
horses and on baseball, and can talk the 


jargon of the racetrack and of the game until’ 


his conversation comes unintelligible to 
any one familiar only with English. But 
while this inheritance from hie father is at 
present uppermost and plainest in evidence, 
down ‘underneath are the sterling qualities of 
both the mother and the father, and some- 
thing of the delicate intuitive sense which his 
mother has in so marked degree.

The 
young man comes to pay his respects, and 
in the splendor of his bearskin hat, his ed 
coat, his brass buttons, and his shining 
baton he captivates the fancy of the restless 
daughter of the house. The family goes to 
the perfomance at night, the young man 
sees the young girl. whispers a few pretty 
speeches to her, and a few days later she 
runs away from home and meets him. Two 
weeks afterward, in a hotel in a nearby 
town, the father and brother come to visit 
the young folk, a letter having been writ- 
ten home by the girl. Both the father and 
the brother accept without question the 
lie of a wedding having taken place. ut 
the mother comes, and from her the girl can- 
not conceal the truth. The mother takes 
her to her arms and assures her of the love 
that understands and condones. 

The mother has to tell the brother, and he 
in boyish fury is for punishing the drum 
major, but the parent’s wiser counsel and 
pleadings prevail, and the boy goes to com- 
fort the sister. Then the mother meets the 
man who has led her daughter astray, and, 


while she does not attempt to judge or con- 


demn him, she forbids him to see the girl 
again and with the words The family is re- 
united and you are not of it dismisses him. 
The return home is accomplished, the son, 
sobered by what he has experienced, devotes 
himself to work and to the better things of 
life, the father finally learns from the mother 
the truth concerning the daughter. He, fol- 
lowing the mother's plea, forgives, word ar- 
rives of the death of the drum major in a 
railroad accident, and with the family at 
home again and peace in the hearts of all 
the curtain falls as the mother sits telling 
a fairy story to the youngest daughter.

‘HELP EDUCATE THE PUBLIC 


Says All Agencies Possible Should Bat. 


BY JAMES B. HERRICK, M. d. 

Tuberculosis is so often insidious in it, 
onset and progress that it may have reached 
an advanced stage before its vittim realizes 
that he is ill, In its incipiency it is by no 
means easy of recognition even by a skilled 
physician. 

It is a disease whose presence may be daily 
concealed for a long period, and fear of being 
shunned as one afflicted with a dangerous 
and loathsome malady. or the fear of being 
subjected to restrictions of the law that may 
curtall pleasures or even the opportunities 
of earning a livelihood may lead individuals 
to keep secret the fact that they themselves 
or members of their families are tubercy- 
lous. 

For these and other reasons it will! de éim- 
cult or impossible entirely to eradicate tuber- 
culosis within the space of thirty or foity 
years, as some believe. Should à practical 
specific for tuberculosis be discovered the 
problem is, of course, immensely simplified, 

While the dreams of those who see tuber- 
culosis completely stamped out in a genera- 


tion are more or less utopian, one has but to 
ha ve knowledge of the results already accom- 


plished in the fight against this plague te 
feel encouraged; also to urge all to join ia 


every effort at educating the people in ts 
knowledge of the nature of tuberculosis, tg 


methods of communication from man to 

its easy prevention in the great majority 
instances, and the hopeful promise of recey- 
ery when recognized early and scientifically 
bandied. 

Amazing reductions in the number of cases 
thet develop and in the mortality of the de 
veloped cases are sure to follow; in fact, are 
already apparent. 


Approves Fight on Plague. 

One must heartily approve any effort put 
forth to care for those ill of tuber cube 
There can bé no more worthy charity than 
to make comfortable the last days of a con- 
sumptive, or to save the life of one who, with» 
out proper hygienic and institutional care, 
would surely die. 

A rich municipality can well afford to give 
hospital comforts to these sufferers, from 
humane motives and because desfring to do 
good. But it owes it as a duty to itself te 
segregate those who, through lack of means 
or lack of intelligence, cannot properly care 
for themselves, and who become, therefore, 
sources of danger to ali with whom they are 
in close contact, whether in their homes, on 
the street, or at their places of work. 

The danger to the community from tuber- 
culosis is just as real as from smallpox, and 
the appropriate supervision of the one ill of 
either disease is a public duty, a duty that 
should appeal to the citizen on the ground 
of self-preservation as well as of humanity. 


Municipal Hospital Is Worthy. 
Whether looked at from the viewpoint of 
enlightened Christian charity or of soctety’s 
duty to its fellows, or from the more mate- 
rial dolla and cents point of view, the 
project for a municipal hospital for the care 


of tuberculosis is to be most heartily in- 


dorsed. 

In fact, all efforts, whether by private indi- 
viduals, by corporate bodies, by municipali- 
ties, or by the state, that have for their object 
no private gain but the furtherance of our 


knowledge of any widespread and serious 


disease, its enlightened prevention and treat- 
ment and the bettering of the welfare of 


the community as a whole, should meet with — 


encouragement from all.
